Waving  Red  Flag  W on^t  Solve  Unemployment 


UNEMPLOYED  men  In  Victoria  who  re- 
cently banded  together  to  form  an 
association  have  spilt  early  on  the 
issue  of  Communbt  activity  within  thdr 
ranks.  The  first  president  and  secretary  of 
the  association  have  resigned  ofi  the  ground 
that  they  have  since  discovered  that  the 
movement  was  instigated  by  Communists, 
and  they  and  the  remainder  of  the  group 
have  moved  Into  separate  camps,  each 
calling  mass  meetings. 

For  the  welfare  of  those  men  who  aie 
genuinely  In  need  of  work  it  is  a good 
thing  that  the  Issue  Involved  in  this  dispute 
has  been  brought  out  Into  the  open  at  the 
vciry  start  Municipal  and  provincial 
authorities  are  aware  of  the  fact  that  un- 
employment has  increased  In  recent  weeks, 
and  they  and  every  fair-minded  citizen  are 
concerned  ever  the  plight  of  those  who  are 
out  of  work.  They  cannot  be  expected  to 
show  much  sympathy,  however,  for  men 


who  allow  themselves  to  be  led  by  political 
opportunists  eager  to  capitalize  on  misfor- 
tune. 

Nothing  is  to  be  gained  for  the  unem- 
ployed by  working  up  mob  hysteria,  and 
that  seems  to  be  what  the  leftist  element  In 
the  Victoria  group  and  its  counterpart  In 
Vancouver  are  bent  on  doing.  The  Van- 
couver Unemployment  Action  Committee 
has  announc^  Its  Intention  to  charter  a 
special  steamer  (at  a cost  of  $2,000)  to 
bring  a mass  delegation  to  the  Legislature 
at  the  end  of  this  month;  the  Victoria  asso- 
ciation wants  to  Join  that  parade,  and  In 
addition  Is  report^  to  be  planning  a march 
on  the  City  Hall.  These  are  demonstration 
tactics  of  the  Communist  pattern  which 
have  failed  in  the  past  and  which  would  not 
do  the  genuine  unemployed  the  least  bit  of 
good  now  The  problem  la  one  that  can  be 
solved  only  by  calm,  constructive  discus- 
sion; not  by  Red  Flag  parades. 


An  Invidious  and  Bleak  Position 


No  fewer  than  12  foreign  govemmenla, 
according  to  a Canadian  Press  news 
item,  have  awarded  decorations  to 
Canadian  soldiers.  In  all  a total  of  1.626 
such  awards  were  made,  ranging  from  516 
by  The  Netherlands  to  one  by  Tunisia.  In 
addition  It  Is  on  the  record  that  similar 
courtesies  were  extended  by  other  nations 
during  the  war  and  after  to  personnel  of 
the  R.C.A.F.  and  the  R.C.N.  Canada  U In 
the  bleak  position  of  having  given  nothing 
in  return. 

It  is  the  custom  among  wartime  allies 
to  honor  officers  and  men  of  each  other’s 
forces;  an  expression  of  good  will  and  ad- 
miration for  gallantry  In  action  or  valuable 
aid  In  a common  cause.  The  United  King- 
dom. the  United  Statos,  even  the  U.8.8  R.. 
with  nearly  all  other  nations  engaged  on 
the  allied  side  have  been  quick  to  recog- 
nize the  merit  of  their  a-ssoclalcs  by  the 
bestowal  of  suitable  decorations.  It  Is  a 


pleasing  custom  that  helps  to  bind  allies 
together,  as  well  as  being  an  act  of  grace 
and  appreciation. 

Alone  almost  of  prominent  nations  this 
country  has  been  content  to  be  on  the  re- 
ceiving end  and  nothing  else.  Not  a single 
gesture  of  this  kind  has  been  reciprocated 
by  Canada.  This  Is  a humiliating  position 
and  one  unworthy  of  a mature  nation  with 
friendly  ties  across  the  world.  Other  na- 
tions have  for  long  had  established  orders 
and  decorations  available  for  distribution 
while  this  country  has  none  it  is  true,  but 
' hat  Is  begging  the  question.  A decoration 
could  have  been  Instituted  to  remedy  mat- 
ters. One  such,  indeed,  was  designed  and 
promulgated — the  Canada  Medal-  -then 
mysteriously  pigeonholed.  As  a result  this 
nation  Is  placed  in  an  invidious  position 
with  regard  to  the  courteous  exchange  of 
military  awards.

Wlien  be  was  accepting  his  Nobel 
prize  at  Oslo  recently  Lord  Boyd-Orr, 
noted  United  Nations  food  expert,  de- 
•lartd  that  to  the  last  resort  the 
decision  of  peace  or  war  lies  with  the 
people. 

How  fallacious,  to  practice.  Is  that 
generality,  uttered  time  and  again  by 
public  men  who  should  know  belter. 

People,  In  the  mass  and  of  different 
countries.  l\ave  no  machinery  of  their 
own  by  whlch'they  may  prevent  war. 
If  they  had  there  would  be  neither 
H-bomb  nor  A-bomb,  for  there  would 
have  been  neither  of  the  two  world 
wars  to  speed  up  "this  tragle  triumph 
of  technology." 

In  theory  democratic  people  govern 
themselves  but  In  practice  only  to 
limited  fashion.  They  can  do  no  other 
than  entrust  their  destiny  to  a small 
group,  and  about  many  things,  par- 
ticularly foreign  and  military  affairs, 
they  are  not  consulted  beforehand. 
In  the  day  to  day  movement  of  affairs 
that  MUld  to  a climax  they  cannot  bo. 
Much  that  goee  on  until  they  are  hit 
as  by  a thunderclap.  Is  hidden  from 
them. 

Even  In  totalitarian  countries,  says 
Lord  Boyd-Orr,  the  leader  must  now 
Justify  Ms  actions  In  the  eye„  of  the 
people.  That  will  be  after  the  actions 
have  been  taken,  and  not  difficult  to 
do.  one  imagines,  to  a totalitarian 
country.  Many  actions  are  Justified, 
or  ostensibly  so.  In  democratic  coun- 
tries—afterwards.  « 

If  a srorld  piebUclte  were  taken,  he 
says,  there  would  be  10,000  votoo  for 
world  unity  and  peace  tor  every  veie 
eact  for  war.  Of  eovse!  If  the 
peoples  ol  the  world  get  together,  he 
•ays,  and  with  one  united  vole#  de- 
mand world  unity  and  peace,  they  will 
get  U Hew  can  this  be  done?

Tbs 
twelve  Jurors,  a eroas-sectlon  of  dU- 
zens.  had  every  opportunity  to  hear 
and  see  the  evidence.  Mr.  Htes  was 
represented  by  a brilliant  attorney; 
he  had  the  support  of  tofluenUal  and 
wealthy  friends. 

Dr.  Blnger.  the  psychiatrist,  testi- 
fied that  Whittaker  Chambers  was  a 
psychopathic  personality.  Perhaps 
But  documents  art  not  psychopathic 
personallUei;  neither  Is  a typewriter, 
nor  a handwriting.  A psychopathlo 
personality  also  may  teU  the  truth. 
Perhaps  neither  Hiss  nor  Chamber . 
told  the  whole  truth.  The  Jurors  had 
to  decids  ths  truth  on  ths  evldenee 
presented.  And  they  decided  against 
Mr  Hiss.
